Project Finds the Aged 


In December, 1971, the White House Con­ 
ference on Aged focussed attention on the fact 
that many older Americans suffer from 
nutritional deficiencies because of their 
limited incomes. At the same time, federal 
food assistance programs are available in 
virtually every county in the nation. 
As a result of the conference, early in 
August, a nationwide campaign to identify 
and enroll those older Americans eligible for 
food assistance was launched. 
Four government agencies and the Red 
Cross were enlisted in the effort, which in­ 
cluded the mailing of application cards to 
more than 26 million men and women 
receiving Social Security benefits, 22.5 
million of whom are over the age of 60. 
The agencies are the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Office of Economic Opportunity, 
Social Security Administration and ACTION, 
the government-citizen service corps. 
Named to head the campaign—Project 
Find—was Dr. Arthur S. Flemming, chair­ 
man of the White House Conference on Aging 
and former secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
In announcing the project, Flemming said, 
“ Many older persons, lost to society, are 
eligible for federal assistance programs, but 
are not aware of it. It is the role of Project 
Find to locate these people and build a bridge 
between them and society.” 
First returns of the project are now in.

from the direct mailing had been received 
from people who felt they were eligible for 
food assistance. (It is expected that the total 
number of cards will reach two million.) 
The cards are being processed by computer 
and the names returned to Red Cross chap­ 
ters across the nation. So far,.some 270,000 
names have been returned and more than 
3,000 volunteers have been trained and are in 
the field to make contact with the people who 
sent in the cards. As many as 50,000 volun­ 
teers will eventually be enrolled. 
“ This is a massive volunteer effort,” says 
Warren Dunn, Project Find coordinator for 
ACTION. “ And it is working as planned.” 
Income Ceilings 


Chances are exceptionally good that in the 
numerous changes unwinding for the Social 
Security 
program 
some 
relief 
will 
be 
provided for those over 65 who are receiving 
their benefits while electing to work. Present 
law' restricts those in the 65 to 72 age group 
from earning more than $1,680 a year without 
losing some of their SS benefits. 
Those over 72 are permitted to earn any 
amount without a cut in Social Security 
payments. 
The House has passed an amendment 
authorizing unrestricted earnings to $2,000 a 
year. The Senate has upped the allowable 
ceiling to $3,000. Sen. Barry Goldwater is one 
senator who thinks any ceiling is ridiculous. 
Earnings restrictions are wrong, he said, 
“ because Social Security should not be a 
contract to quit work.” 
Penalizing an individual for working past 
customary retirement is an odd kind of

Heat But Little Light

Ralph Nader rides again, 
and 
this 
time 
it 
is 
not 
roughshod over the little 
Corvair but over 185 years 
ofAmerican history. 
“ Who Runs Congress — 
The President, Big Business 
or You?” , first volume in a 
projected encyclopedic study 
of Congress by Nader and his 
associates, will be sure to 
please those who like 
to 
blame all our troubles on the 
rascals in Washington. 
Calling 
Congress 
the 
“ Great American Default,” 
Nader declares that 
the 
White 
House 
and 
the 
President are emerging in 
the United States as “ a new 
kind of monarchy.” 


NADER WAS in top form 
at a news conference called to 
announce release of the book: 
“ We are in the midst of a 
very serious 
constitutional 
crisis ... Congress has ab­ 
dicated its responsibilities to 
powerful 
committee chair­ 
men, executive bureaucracy 
and specal-interest groups. ... 
“ This administration is not 
sympathetic to corporations, 
it is indentured to them” and 
is easily “ the most corrupt in 
history.” 
Removing 
Nixon 
would be “ like replacing the 
rose on the top of the trash 
heap” because corruption 
goes all the way down to the 
bottom of the bureaucracy. 
Who would deny at least a 
grain of truth in many of 
Nader’s allegations? Yet the 
sweeping charges,the tone of 
crisis, the idea that today’s 


situation 
is 
unique 
and 
without parallel, is more than 
a misreading of American 
history. It amounts to a total 
disregard of that history. 
Congress no longer runs the 
government, says Nader. But 
it is precisely in those periods 
when Congress did run the 
government, when a weak 
president was in office, that 
the 
deficiencies 
and 
inef­ 
ficiencies and corruption 
Nader complains about were 
most rampant. 


IN TH EIR WISDOM 
— 
which 
was 
-really 
an 
acknowledgement 
of 
the 
limitations to their wisdom — 
the Founding Fathers in 1787 
drew only the broad outlines 
of 
the 
powers 
of 
the 
legislative, executive and 
judicial branches of the new 
government, leaving it for 
future generations to breathe 
life into them. 
It is a matter for continual 
thanksgiving that at those 
times of greatest national 
crisis, strong presidents have 
emerged 
to 
meet 
the 
challenges of the day by 
exercising the latent powers 
of their office, making the 
president, truly, the “ tribune 
of all the people.” 
The people could control 
the government if they would 
lobby their congressmen 
vigorously, vote out the bad 
ones and hold the others 
accountable, says Nader. 
They always could in this 
Republic. But the people do 
not always know what they 
want. Witness the peculiar 
perversity of the American 


electorate in so otten voting 
in a president from one party 
and then turning around and

IT IS A CURIOUS

current Congress and only 
one, revenue sharing, had 
been passed.

In the details of needed 
changes in the organization of 
Congress as they are spelled 
out in the promised 20 to 30 
volumes to come — reform of 
the seniority system, curbing 
the excesses of lobbyists, etc.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My 
husband drinks heavily on 
weekends and it makes him 
quite sick. 
He complains 
afterwards about his stomach 
burning. For relief he drinks 
milk, 
takes 
Maalox 
and 
soda 
water.

possibly give

advice as to 
w hat 
the 
burning 
and 
bloating is. Is 
it a stomach 
ulcer? I would 
appreciate 
any advice as I can’t get him 
to a doctor. 
Dear Reader — The ob­ 
vious answer to his problem 
is to quit drinking. If this is an 
every weekend affair, he 
probably needs help. Your 
letter suggests that he func­ 
tions all nght otherwise, and 
I presume that his weekend 
drinking signifies that he is 
gainfully employed during 
the week. 
Weekend alcoholics aren’t 
necessarily new. That’s what 
gave rise to the term “ lost 
weekend.” He really should 
see a doctor to find out about 
his general physical condition 
and get some help from him 
in stopping drinking. 
Short of this, I would 
recommend that he contact 
Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) 
and see if they can help him 
with his problem. Make no 
mistake about it, anyone who 
drinks regularly on weekends 
to the point that they make 
themselves sick does nave an 
alcohol problem. 
The stomach complaint you 
describe is typical of in­ 
dividuals who overindulge in 
alcohol. It is called alcoholic 
gastritis, which literally 
means inflammation of the 
stomach caused by alcohol. 
The lining of the stomach 
becomes reddened, engorged 
and irritated.' By the way, 
individuals can have gastritis 
even though they don’t use 
alcohol. 
Of course, 
there’s no 
guarantee that your husband 
doesn’t have an ulcer and it 
would require a good medical 
examination to establish its 
presence or absence. I think 
it’s a safe bet though that he 
at least does have alcoholic 
astritis with each of the 
rinking 
bouts 
as 
you 
describe them. 
The best treatment for 
any kind is a 
avoiding spicy 
things which 
stomach which 
definitely include alcohol. 
Antacids and a bland diet 
are about the only thing you 
can do. If he really wants to 
get some relief, he’s going to 
have to give up his drinking 
habits. In addition to stomach 
problems excessive drinking 
can cause damage to the liver 
and the heart. In men it is a 
frequent cause of impotency. 


If more men realized what 
alcohol does to their sex life 
rather than for it, there would 
be a lot less drinking. Then 
there is the gradual brain 
damage that occurs from 
drinking too much. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — If a 
person is taking thyroid 
medicine and also birth 
control pills, does the thyroid 
medicine prevent the birth 
control pills from acting? My 
doctor says no but a friend 
has had two different doctors 
tell her it will. 


Dear Reader — Your 
doctor is right. Birth control 
pills are composed of the 
female hormones produced 
by the ovaries during the 
normal menstrual cycle. 
These hormones, through a 
complex mechanism, block 
the ovaries from producing 
another egg (ovum) and in 
this way prevent pregnancy. 
When the amount of these 
hormones is diminished, the 
ovary is activated and fires 
off another egg. 
The usual female cycle 
literally then is a rising and 
falling of the female hor­ 
mones. When the hormones 
fall, menstruation occurs and 
the next cycle to release 
another egg begins. 
By 
providing 
female 
hormones regularly and 
withdrawing them for the 
menstrual 
period, 
birth 
control is accomplished. 
Giving thyroid tablets will not 
interfere with this action 
between female hormones 
and the ovaries.

Coal Gasification, Atomic Power Considered 
Short-Term Plans to Ease Energy Crisis Studied

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Before the century ends, the 
process that gives the H- 
bomb its big bang may be 
harnessed to produce elec­ 
tricity. Coal, now a frequent 
cause of pollution, may be a 
major source of clean natural 
gas. Uranium supplies may 
last for hundreds of years. 
These 
a r e 
among 
possibilities being assessed 
by scientists 
under 
White 
House orders to come up with 
ways of easing the nation's 
energy crisis. 
Some proposals, using so­ 
c a lle d 
u n c o n v e n tio n a l 
sources of energy such as the 
winds, the tides and tropical 
currents, may not be prac­ 
tical until the 21st century. 
Other, more conventional 
possibilities, 
from 
coal 
gasification to controlled 
therm onuclear 
reaction, 
under 
under 
im m ediate 
consideration. 
The dim ensions of the 
energy crisis are clear. For 
example, demand for elec­ 
tricity doubles each decade, 
but supplies of gas and oil 
that today furnish 75 per cent 
of the nation's energy are 
running out. Estimates are 
that current domestic sup­ 
plies of natural gas will be ex­ 
hausted in the 1990s. 
Reports from ll panels of 
specialists appointed by the 
White House's Office of 
Science and Technology are 
due soon and are expected to 
provide the basis for Nixon’s 
adm inistration 
reco m m e­ 
ndations for further funding 
of energy research. The OST 
says money for such research 
has increased 75 per cent in 
that past five years and will 
run at a 600-million level in 
fiscal 1973.

If perfected, as now ap­ 
p ea rs probable, 
re acto rs 
using this process could 
literally 
g en erate

forever because the virtually 
limitless hydrogen from the 
world’s oceans would be the 
fuel. 
Balzhiser said the hope 
exists th at the technical 
feasibility of at least one type 
of fusion 
reactor can 
be 
demonstrated by 1982, but he 
adds 
that any 
significant 
commercialization of 
such 
devices “ is not envisioned 
before the year 2000.” 
Such time scales could be 
shortened, he indicated, if a 
relatively new concept in the 
controlled-fusion field bears 
fruit. 
In the newer concept, pow­ 
erful laser beams would be 
directed at hundreds 
of 
marblesized solid pellets of 
hydrogen to fry them at 
temperatures exceeding IOO 
million degrees and cause the 
energy-releasing fusion of 
hydrogen atoms. 
In theory, the process is 
simpler and easier to achieve 
than that based on an older 
concept in which hydrogen is 
converted to an electrified 
gas which must be confined 


magnetically by an elaborate 
system of socalled magnetic 
bottles.
